THEIR OVER ATI. IMPACT IS LESS CLEAR. IS THERE EVIDENCE 
THAT SOVIET AND OTHER EE EXPERTS ARE BEING USED MORE

HAVE NOT HEARD FROM SECRETARIAT OR OTHER SOURCES THAT 
ADDITIONAL ANTI-ISRAEL RESOLUTIONS WERE EXPECTED. WOULD 
APPRECIATE PERMDEL'S VIEWS AS TO WHAT FORMS SUCH 
RESOLUTIONS MIGHT TAKE AND WHERE THEY MIGHT BE RAISED. 

4. WE WOULD ALSO WELCOME PERMDEL’S ASSESSMENT OF EFFECTS 
THAT CUT-OFF OF U.S. PAYMENTS HAS HAD UPON ATTITUDES OF 
OTHER DELS TOWARD POLITICIZATION OF UNESCO MEETINGS.
